In  recent  years  our  athletic  teams  have  won  state  and 
regional  championships  and  participated  in  NJCAA  Na- 
tional Tournaments.  This  year  was  no  exception  as  our 
coaches  and  student-athletes  were  either  state  champi- 
ons or  runners-up  in  five  of  our  1 0  varsity  sports. 

Coach  Allen  Kent  and  the  Lady  Wolves  Softball  Team 
won  their  second  straight  MACJC  State  Championship, 
Coach  Ronny  Ross  and  the  Wolfpack  Golf  Team  won 
the  college's  first  ever  MACJC  Division  II  Golf  Cham- 
pionship and  Coach  Mike  Mclntyre  and  the  Wolfpack 
Tennis  Team  were  the  Men's  Co-Champions. 

In  the  last  three  years,  the  Wolfpack  Football  Team 
won  the  Sea  Island  Golden  Isles  Bowl  and  finished 
ranked  No.  6  in  the  Nation  (2006),  and  the  Lady 
Wolves  Basketball  Team  won  the  NJCAA  Region  23 
Basketball  Tournament  and  finished  sixth  in  the  NJCAA 
Division  I  National  Tournament  (2007);  and  the  Lady 
Wolves  Softball  Team  has  made  two  trips  to  the  NJCAA 
Division  II  National  Tournament  coming  in  third  (2006) 
and  runners-up  in  2008. 

Since  2000,  Co-Lin  has  produced  23  NJCAA  All- 
Americans  in  baseball,  softball,  basketball,  golf,  and 
football. 

We  are  just  as  proud  of  the  academic  accomplish- 
ments of  our  students.  The  Men's  Tennis  Team  was

Serving  the  college  as  athletic  director  since 
1989,  Gwyn  Young  has  been  head  coach  of 
the  Lady  Wolves  basketball  team  for  33  years. 
Since  coming  to  Co-Lin,  he  has  seen  his  team 
win  title  after  title  and  has  compiled  a  record 
of  717  wins  and  220  losses  to  rank  him  as 
the  NJCAA  Second  Winningest  Active  Coach 
in  the  nation  and  the  Winningest  Women's 
Coach  in  the  Mississippi  Association  of  Com- 
munity/Junior Colleges. 

Young  has  put  the  Lady  Wolves  on  the  map 
as  one  of  the  nation's  premier  women's  bas- 
ketball teams.  Under  Coach  Young's  direc- 
tion, the  Lady  Wolves  have  accomplished  nu- 
merous awards  including  20  MACJC  Regular 
Season  First  place  finishes,  14  MACJC  South 
Division  Championships,  19  MACJC  State 
Tournament  Appearances,  five  MACJC  State 
Championships  (1993,  1997,  1999,  2002 
and  2003)  and  been  runner-up  to  the  MACJC 
State  Champions  six  times  (1 983,  1 984,  1 998, 
2006,  2007  and  2009).  The  Lady  Wolves  have 
won  five  NJCAA  Region  23  Championships 
(1989,  1993,  1997,  2002,  and  2007),  been 
runners-up  to  the  NJCAA  Region  23  Cham- 
pions eight  times  (1990,  1996,  1998,  1999, 
2000,  2004,  2006  and  2009),  and  made  five 


NJCAA  National  Tournament  appearances 
(1989,  1993,  1997,  2002,  and  2007).  Young's 
team  finished  sixth  in  the  2007  National  Tour- 
nament, fourth  in  the  1989  National  Tourna- 
ment, and  has  been  consistently  ranked  each 
year  by  the  NJCAA  polls. 

Young  has  been  honored  as  Region  23 
Coach  of  the  Year  in  1989,  1993,  1997,  2002 
and  2007  and  MACJC  and  MAC  Coach  of  the 
Year  in  1993,  2001  and  2007.  The  Clarion- 
Ledger  has  also  recognized  him  as  Coach  of 
the  Year  for  Junior  Colleges  on  numerous  oc- 
casions. 

A  graduate  of  Copiah-Lincoln  where  he 
was  a  standout  for  the  Wolves  basketball 
team,  Young  was  inducted  into  the  college's 
Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  in  1997.  After  gradu- 
ating from  Co-Lin,  he  attended  Mississippi 
College  where  he  was  team  MVP  and  a  team 
captain.  Young  received  his  bachelor's  degree 
from  Mississippi  College  and  master's  degree 
from  the  University  of  Southern  Mississippi. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Velesta  Smith.

During  these  two  years, 
he  accumulated  two  District  7-1 A  Champion- 
ship titles,  one  undefeated  season  within  Lin- 
coln County  rival  teams,  and  advanced  well 
into  the  state  playoffs  in  2002-2004. 

When  his  emergency  certification  to  teach 
and  coach  expired  in  2004,  Burt  attended 
graduate  school  at  the  University  of  Mississip- 
pi, School  of  Pharmacy.  In  2006,  he  received 
his  master  of  science  degree  in  marine  phar- 
macognosy, or,  drug  discovery  from  marine 
plants  and  animals. 

Burt  began  instructing  science  at  Co-Lin  in 
the  fall  of  2006  at  the  Simpson  County  Center, 
and  transferred  to  the  Wesson  campus  during 
the  summer  of  2007.  He  is  a  member  of  Cal- 
vary Baptist  Church  in  Bogue  Chitto,  and  is 
married  to  the  former  Amy  L.  Smith  of  Bogue 
Chitto.

The  2000  and  2005  teams  ad- 
vanced to  the  NJCAA  Division  II  World  Series 
in  Millington,  TN.,  and  finished  No.  4  in  the 
Nation. 

Case  received  NJCAA  Region  XXIII  Coach 
of  the  Year  honors  in  1998,  2000,  2001  and 
2005.  Case  received  the  Louisville  Slugger 
Excellence  in  Coaching  Award  in  1998.  He 
was  awarded  Diamond  Baseball  Company's 
Coach  of  the  Year  Award  in  2000,  2001  and 
2005. 

During  his  career,  Case  has  compiled  over 
555  victories  as  a  head  coach.  He  has  guided 
his  teams  to  conference,  division,  district, 
state,  and  region  championships  during  his 


25  years  as  a  head  coach.  In  the  last  1  7  years, 
Case  has  been  instrumental  in  placing  Co-Lin 
baseball  in  the  national  rankings  on  the  dia- 
mond and  in  the  classroom. 

The  Wolfpack  finished  in  the  top  10  aca-

He  has  coached  five  NJCAA 
All-Americans,  five  Distinguished  Academic 
All-Americans,  and  10  Academic  All-Ameri- 
cans. Seventy-six  former  Co-Lin  players  have 
gone  on  to  play  at  four-year  colleges  and  uni- 
versities and  1 1  former  players  have  played 
or  are  currently  playing  professionally.  Over 
the  last  17  years,  36  former  players  are  now 
coaching  on  the  high  school  or  collegiate 
level.

The  Wolfpack  won  the  Co-Lin/Southwest  Coca-Cola  Classic  Challenge  for  the  second  year  in  a  row. 
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Welcome  to  Wolfpack  Baseball 
and  Sullivan  Field 


The  Wolfpack  play  their  home  games  on  beau- 
tiful Sullivan  Field.  Sullivan  Field  is  located  on  the 
campus  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College.  The 
immaculate  kept  diamond  is  in  playing  shape  at  all 
times  of  the  year.  College  and  high  school  games 
are  played  on  Sullivan  Field  during  the  school  year. 
Summer  finds  the  field 
hosting  Co-Lin  Baseball 
Camps,  American  Legion 
games  and  Boys  State. 

The  turf  on  the  playing 
surface  is  bermuda.  Dur- 
ing the  playing  season  it  is 
overseeded  with  a  peren- 
nial ryegrass.  The  cutting 
heights  vary  during  the 
course  of  the  year,  but  it 
is  always  cut  like  a  carpet. 
A  sand  and  clay  mixture 
makeup  the  dirt  area  of  the 
infield.  It  is  topdressed  with 
Crimson  Stone  to  give  it  a 
perfect  playing  surface. 

Dimensions  of  Sullivan 
Field  are  330  down  the  left 
field  line,  335  down  the 
right  field  line  and  385  to 
center  field.  The  replace- 
ment of  the  8'  wooden  outfield  wall  was  completed 
prior  to  the  2009  season. 

Lighting  at  the  park  is  second  to  none.  All  lights 
are  positioned  on  towering  90'  poles  that  easily  light 
up  the  playing  area  for  excellent  action  for  the  play- 
ers and  fans.  The  40'  inning-by-inning  scoreboard 
was  installed  in  1999. 

Enclosed  bullpens  can  be  found  on  the  visitors 
and  home  team  sides  of  the  field.  Each  pen  has  a 
double  pitching  mound  and  catchers  boxes. 

The  stadium  at  Sullivan  Field  will  let  fans  enjoy 
a  baseball  game  with  comfort,  whether  in  stadium 


seats  or  in  lawn  chairs.  The  grandstand  area  behind 
home  plate  will  seat  500  while  the  bleachers  down 
the  third  base  line  will  seat  1 00.  Plenty  of  grassy  ar- 
eas are  also  available  for  lawn  chairs  and  blankets. 

Georgia-Pacific  and  Asa  Hardison  were  behind 
the  completion  of  the  modern  press  box  facility  at 
Sullivan  Field.  It  is  completely 
heated  and  cooled  as  well  as 
designed  with  maximum  au- 
ditory comforts.  Media,  radio 
crews  and  press  box  person- 
nel have  room  and  comfort 
to  cover  Wolfpack  games.  In 
2007,  the  press  box  was  dedi- 
cated in  honor  of  Dennis  Ray 
White  of  Wesson.  White  was 
a  volunteer  with  the  Co-Lin 
baseball  and  football  programs 
for  1 3  years.  He  was  the  pub- 
lic address  announcer,  filmed 
games,  kept  score,  lined  off 
the  field,  and  did  other  jobs 
to  assist  the  baseball  program. 
White  passed  away  from  a 
lengthy  illness  in  December  of 
2005. 

The  baseball  field  house, 
which  was  completed  in  the 
fall  of  2006,  includes  coaches'  offices,  a  spacious 
locker  room  and  shower  facility  as  well  as  an  indoor 
hitting  facility  and  storage  area.  The  field  house  was 
a  joint  project  with  the  college  and  Georgia-Pacific. 
Restroom  and  concession  facilities  are  located 
behind  the  third  base  side  of  the  field.  These  facili- 
ties were  built  in  order  to  let  everyone  enjoy  their 
visit  to  Sullivan  Field  a  little  more.
